SHERMAN, Tex., May 16.—This city was 


Visited by the worst cyclone in the history 
of north Texas about 5 o'clock yesterday 
•TCnlng. The path of the destroyer was 
MO yards wide. It struck the city at the 
west end of Post Oak creek and swept in 
» westerly direction for several blocks and 
then spread and spent its force. 


At 2 o'clock this morning it was impossi- 


ble to learn the extent of the damage 
and death. Three miles of electric light 
wire are torn down and the city was in 
total darkness. It is impossible to search 
the isolated sections in consequence. 
Many inquiries are being made for lost 
persons. The police thus far report over 
100 missing. Physicians from Van All- 
•tyne, Kinney, and Dennison are busy 
working. The latest reports show Mrs. 
J. Johnson and child killed four miles 
west of Howe.

*orte coming in constantly about persons 
'ound injured, fifteen or twenty were re- 
ported since 1 o'clock. 


It is impossible to get the names of 


killed, missing and injured. In the hos- 
pital there are eight whom the doctors 
say will not live till the evening. Con- 
servative estimates place the total num- 
ber of killed in Grayson county between 
120 and 150. Sixty were killed outright

reported dead or missing. The number 
injured reaches 150. 


When the first blast of the cyclone was 


felt at Justine, more than 100 miles west 
•at here, the women and children were 
totally unprepared. Justine was the first 
to feel the blast and the work of destruct- 
ion was quickly accomplished. 
From 


there the cyclone swept northeast through 
Gerald, Denton, Mingo and Gribble 
Springs_to Mustang. It travelled 100 miles 
in one hour. The small settlements north 
of Denton all suffered. 
Elmview was 


lashed then Howe was devastated. The 
southeast end of this city received the full 
lorce of the storm and the worst ruin is 
found here. 


The track of the cyclone is a grewsome 


light, the devastation being complete, 
houses, trees, fences, iu fact everything 
in its pathway having been destroyed. 
The loss of life will reach alarming 
figures and many are bruised and wounded. 
The city hall and the storeroom formerly 
occupied by S. G. Holmes have been 
turned into temporary hospitals, and 
bruised,mangled and mutilated bodies are 
awaiting identification at these two places. 
Nearly every house in Fairview addition 
has been turned into a hospital.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—In the senate 


today Senator Morgan proceeded with 
his speech on his Cuban resolution. He 
said the proximity of the island to the 
United States, our commercial relations 
with the Cubans, Americari ownership of 
property there and the actual residence 
there of many Americans all combine to 
compel the United States to examine the 
conditions existing in Cuba, and determine 
whether war existed. 
He said flagrant 


conditions might escape the,attention of 
those in authority, yet it must shock the 
world that the diplomatic fallacy permits 
the assertion that no war exists. 


This fallacy was sustained by the claim 


that the Cubans have no forts when the 
wise generalship of the Cubans kept them 
from concentrating in forts. 
Ho said 


the offenses 
committed by Americans 


now 
held 
at 
Havana were 
no 


more serious then smuggling. It was the 
first duty of this government to demand 
that a military trial of American prison- 
ers be set aside. Until set aside, every 
day is a day of national bumiliation to us 
as a people." After reviewing the course 
of the United States in the strug- 
gle for free institutions, the senator 
compared it with a search for "technical 
and frivolous excuses" to debar the United 
States from remedies against "such ty- 
rants as Weyler." The senator referred 
to the conclusive evidences of the atroci- 
ties and the shooting of noncombatanta. 


At the close of Senator Morgan's speech 


his resolution was referred to the foreign 
relations committee.

Mo damage was done, but there 
w to much excitement and a single act of 
valence would doubtless have preeipi 
tajted a bloody affray.

SALT LAKE CITY, April 20. 


. MY DEAR FATHEB:—I believe I last 
wrote from Topeka, a rather unsatisfac- 
tory sort of letter, but I find very little 
time to write at all. 
We left Topeka in 


the heat to come into a snow-storm nt 
Denver and found the town with a Jaim- 
a'ry appearance and the mist so tbiok as 
to totally hide the mountains we were so 
crazy to see. 


Arriving about 3 o'clock, I immediately 


looked up "Chic" Bullock and found him 
at his house up town. He has a beautiful 
little home and a charming wife. He in- 
sisted on my stopping to dinner and we 
had a most delightful visit. 
His mother 


and aunt are there, and' his wife's grand- 
mother. We sang in the Presbyterian 
church to a very large audience and .were 
received later at the new and elegant 
University club, where I met several jolly 
Williams men. Denver must be a beauti- 
ful city and we were disappointed at hav- 
ing so short a time there. 


Leaving Denver in the morning, clear 


and beautiful, we rode down along the 
range of magnificent Rockies, with old 
Pike's peak looming up about forty 
miles away and apparently within easy 
walking distance. The whole range was 
covered with snow, and you who have 
seen the Alps can appreciate our pleasure 
after the long ride over the flats. We 
reached Pueblo about noon and in the 
p. m. did the town, visiting the smelting 
works, where the Cripple Creek ore is 
being turned into* gold, silver and lead, 
and the interesting colony of cliff dwel- 
lers with homes dug out of the soft stone 
bank. They are a mixture of Indian, 
Negro and Spanish blood and were quite 
different from anything we had ever seen. 


Pueblo itself is dry and uninteresting, 


few fine residences, and in summer the 
hottest place in the country. 
Some of 


us hired eome little burros and rode all 
over town with the donkeys draped in 
yellow and blue. The opera house is the 
prettiest one I ever saw, in fact it is the 
redeeming feature ot the city. . 


Leaving Pueblo late at night, we were 


awakened at 1 o'clock to see the Royal 
Uorge, the darkest and most picturesque 
of canons. The weirdness of it all will 
always remain in my mind a lasting 
impression. On passing Canon City the 
train rushed by a prison, built seemingly 
in the rock, and the strength and hopeless 
security of the sentry boxes prepares one 
for the grandeur of the gorge, which is 
immediately entered. The sensation was 
awful. A half moon let in just enough 
light to enable us to see the high walls of 
black roclc rising to almost obscure the 
narrow line of star studded sky, and below 
was just room for our truck and a rushing 
noisy stream. At such a time I imagine 
the gorge is much more impressive than 
by the light of day. 


Sleep again for two hours, and we were 


at Salida, (I always imagine that the man 
who named it wanted to call it Salina, 
but had a cold in his head), where we left 
our two cars and took the narrow guage 
over the celebrated Marshall pass. The 
train left at 6 o'clock a. m., and we went 
over the town in the dark and found 
several faro joints running full tilt. Just 
at daybreak we climbed Tenderfoot hill, 
an elevation of 400 feet, straight up and 
down, and were in time to see the sun 
.strike the distant snow peaks in a most 
beautifully effective manner. The climb 
reminded me of our little trip at Melrose 
up a similar height, excepting that the 
attitude of 9000 feet made frequent stops 
necessary to regain our breath. 


(Was 
corked off here and finish this 


letter at Leadville, Wednesday forenoon, 
April 22.) 


Taking the narrow guage, we wound up 


the mountain at a grade of 4 feet in every 
100, making startling curves and many 
times seeing our track in four places be- 
low. This Marshall pass is a wonderful 
triumph ot engineering and is similar, I 
imagine, to the Alps' routes. The moun- 
tains were entirely covered with snow and 
all the way over we could see the extinct 
craterof Mt. Ouray, the most important 
peak. At the summit of the pass, 11,000 
feet above the sea, there is an iron tower 
60 feet high, from whish the grand pano- j 
rama may be seen. One of our engines 
slid along ahead and as we went down we 
could see it way below vu on the curves. 
There are twenty miles where the engine 
just slides along having to use no power 
except to brake. 


An Hour or so along a level stratch, with 


the mountains towering on either side, 
brought us to the Black Canon, the first 
we had seen by daylight. For miles the 
train runs between very high cliffs of 
solid rock cut into every conceivable form 
and with the same variety as to color. 
We all crowded to the platforms and took 
it in as we passed. Certainly no Sunday 
ever conveyed a more vivid idea of the 
wonderful works of the Creator, and we 
enjoyed the majesty of it all even more 
than the ride over the pass. The rocks 
are full of queer faces and it was an end- 
less amusement to discover them. The 
Canon is longer, but not so high as the 
Royal Gorge, and we had hardly emerged 
from it when we struck into the lower 
canon of the Gunnison. This was fully as 
picturesque, but considerably broader, 
and the rocks were of a different for- 
mation, that of a beautifully 
shaded 


red sandstone. 
The color effects were 


beautiful and I saw more shades that 


I could not name than ever before. By 
the water action the rocks were min- 
utely terraced and the general effect was 
that of huge buildings, elaborately deco- 
rated. We made out several of the world's 
fair buildings beside moorish palaces- 
castles on the Rhine and Hindoo temples, j 
Then came a long stretch of barren j 
Alkali waste in many places as white as 
snow and baked as bird as the sun and 
no rain could do it, with the sandy mcs.«s 
in the distance and still higher the sno ivy 
peaks. This was another phase of the 
wild 
west. 
TW.O cowboys on their ! 


bronchos raced our train for some dis- 
tance, riding like Centaurs, yelling like 
Indians or college students, and shooting 
their revolvers in the air. 
We arrived at 


Grand Junction about 4 o'clock p. m., and 
found that one of our two cars which bad 
been sent around via the Standard Gauge 
route had loosened a tire and would hare 
to be repaired there, BO the boys all piled 
into the other car and in this crowded 
state we rode to Salt Lake City. 
After 


crossing another range and following 
down another broad canon we emerged 
into the broad valley of Utah, and with 
the Utah Lake on our left arrived at the 
city about noon. 


Old Brigham Young knew a thing or 


two when he selected this beautiful valley 
for a resting place for Zions host. A 
more charming situation can hardly be 
imagined, .surrounded by snow peaks 
which shade gradually by means of foot 
hills into the valley, the great Salt Lake 
on the northwest, with its 
mountain 


islands, the location is superb. 
After a 


glorious bath in a seventy feet square 
smimming tank filled with the natural 
sulphur water which does not have to be 
artificially heated, we were captured by a 
delegation of our alumni, loaded into a 
large Raymond coach trimmed with 
yellow and blue bunting and enjoyed a 
veritable tour-de-triompbe over the city, 
announcing our presence by yells and a 
horn. We were taken over the fine m>w 
city hall and later were driven over to 
the Mormon Tabernacle. This was de- 
signed by B. Young and is remarkable for 
iti acoastics,—a pin dropped 200 feet away 
was plainly heard and also the guide rub- 
bing his hands together. 
It seats 11,000 


people and is filled every Sunday. 
We 


were to have heard a recital on the big 
organ but as the organist was in Califor- 
nia I had the honor of giving the boys a 
little of Mendelssohn, Lohengrin and 
Tannhauser. The organ, though old, is 
immense and the choir numbers 600. Of 
course the temple is closed to all gentiles 
and we were forced to content ourselves 
with the pictures which our imaginations 
gave us of what lay inside the marble 
walls. 


The Mormon organization is based on 


the Biule, one President and three gdvi- 
sary Presidents corresponding to the 
Trinity—twelve apostles and the whole 
moves by succession and not by vote. 
President WooJruff three years ago claim- 
ing to have received a divine message pro- 
claimed polygamy at an end, especially as 
the institution was against the laws of 
the United States. The officers have the 
snap and the rank and file pays the freight 
one tenth of their earnings being exacted. 
TheZ. C. M. I. sign, ("Zion's City Mer- 
cantile Institution") is frequently seen on 
the business blocks. 
The class dietlnc* 


tionisfast dying away. 
A gentleman 


told me that their organization is so com- 
plete that they will easily run the polilics 
of the new state. 
We were given the 


privileges of the University club during 
our stay and I never met a more cordial 
lot of gentlemen. 
Our concert in the 


evening was an enthuastic success, opera 
house crowded to hear the first college 
club ever at Salt Lake. 
Yesterday after- 


noon we gave another performance scor- 
ing a goodly crowd of people, mostly 
pretty girls. Every minute of our stay 
was an ovation and we were sorry to take 
the train last night. 


Arrived here this noon after an inter- 


esting ride through the canon of the 
Grand river. A most terrific gale blow- 
ing the sand and dust made it almost im- 
possible to s°c even across the road. 
Leadville has about 14,000 inhabitants 
who live mostly in small cottages. 
The 


side of the mountain is thick with mines 
for miles around antl a chart of claims 
shows that scarcely a single i>u'; is dis- 
tinct without overlapping another. The 
town is uninteresting, a superabundance 
of saloons and a few brick blocks. The 
gambling houses were closed 
only a 


month ago. A framework with a little 
ice here and there is the only remnant of 
the ice.carnival held this winter. We vis- 
ited the Nahala silver mine and were low- 
ered down the shaft to a depth of 1,200 
feet, splashed about in the water at the 
bottom and saw the ore being dug out. 
Much of it is blasted out, raised to the 
surface and carted iu 4-horse wagons 
either to the railroad or to the seven 
smelting works in town. 
The rninsn are 


paid $2.50 to 53.00 per day and table ban rd 
runs from ?5 to f 7 per weak, all the w ater 
is bought and one company controls it. 
Some of the mines aro irnmeMtly profita- 
ble, notably the Little Johnny gold uiino. 
The veiiiB, of course, vary iu productive 
value, running from J5 per ton to $15. 


We sing tonight in the first Prcsbyte | 


rian church and undoubtedly will have j 
a big bncse. Tomorrow we go on to Col- j 
orado Springs getting another glimpse of | 
the Royal Uorge at 4 o'clock a. m. We | 
have a wUolc- day at the Springs and will j 
vlsic Manltou and Tbo Garden of the 
Gods, or go up Pike's Peak. This towa 
is 10,200 feet above the sea and has affected 
the boys in different ways, headaches, 
etc. 


Our trip closes with concerts at Umaha ) 


and Cedar liapids and I am sure we shall | 
all be glad to see Ann Arbor again next ' 
Monday. The crowded condition of tha 
cars, the dust and dirt and consequent in- 
ability to keep clean furnish the unpleas- 
ant features of the trip. I looked up your 
friend, McKay at Salt Lake inquiring 
three times but he was out and I did not 
see him.

probably not less than $600,000, for the 
secretary's report covers only about one- 
fourth ol the business.

Ths First Championship Game Played In 


Williamstown Friday Afternoon. 


The first championship game between 


Drury and Williamstown high schools 
was played on the old college campus 
at Williamstown Friday afternoon.

DAYS. 


BO^RD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


Steam Roller Purchased and Preparations 


Being Made for Good Work. 


The regular meeting of the board of 


public works was held Friday afternoon 
and routine business occupied most the 
time. The board h»s purchased a Pitts 
steam roller of the most modern pattern, 
of the Buffalo Iron company of Buffalo, 
N.Y. 


The roller will be delivered as soon as it 


Is needed, which will be when the crushed 
stone is brought. The board has obtained 
estimates from several different sources 
on tbe cost of crushed stone in large 
quantities to be used on the public iiigh- 
ways. Tbe stone will be purchased prob- 
ably in two weeks. 


The state road, State street and Bank 


street will receive attention first and will 
be put iu good condition.

The good news in Friday's TRANSCRIPT 


about the Boston and Albany railroad 
was read with great interest by all classes 
of citizens throughout Northern Berk- 
shire, and the unanimous verdict is that 
the company is doing n very handsome 
thing by Berkshire county. There is no 
room for difference of opinion on this 
point anAthe people are feeling no better 
about it than they have a perfect right to 
feel. 


Perhaps at this time, when a thoroughly 


adequate and up-to-date service is to be 
introduced on the Pittsfleld and North 
Adams branch, a glance at the history of 
this short but important pleco of road 
may prove interesting to the older citizens, 
as it certainly should to those who have 
come upon the stage of action since the 
days of the combined passenger and 
freigh train, with an old baggage car 
serving as a lockup for the unruly; the 
days when a large bell at the top of a 
high pole at the depot was rung violently 
for several minutes before the train 
started, to give all a fair warning that she 
was about to move. 


A representative of this paper, desiring 


to gather a little history of the road, 
called a few days ago on Conductor Wil- 
liam Wilbur of this city, whose obliging 
disposition, cheery countenance and lusty 
shout made him a conspicuous adjunct of 
the line, on which he was a popular con- 
ductor for many years. 
Mr. Wilbur is 


always ready to "talk railroad," and he 
was under full swjng very shortly after 
the subject had been introduced. 


According to Mr. Wilbur *he road was 


opened in the fall of 1816, and the first 
passenger train was run on the opening 
day of the Pittsfleld lair—early in October. 
By first passenger train is meant the first 
train run for the express purpose of car- 
ryimj passengers. 
It was composed of 


one baggage car and a lot of freight cars 
provided with board seats. 
But there 


was a railroad to Pittsfleld, and people 
had to go to the fair who never went 
before. 
There was no agricultural fair 


here in those days, and every year there 
was a grand rush to the Pittsfield fair via 
the railroad, the ride being the only one 
taken during the year by many of those 
who went. 


After the road was regularly in opera- 


tion the trains were run as freight and 
passenger combined until about 1868, 
when the traffic was separated and two 
passenger trains were run each way 
daily. 
In order that the train gangs 


might fare alike they were changed every 
other week, running freight one week 
and passengers the next. 
This system 


was continued until about 1870, when 
Conductor Wilbur bolted and declared he 
would run a passenger train or nothing. 
He had proved himself too valuable a 
man to be dispensed with, his demand 
was acceded to, and from that time until 
he resigned last summer, after a service 
of fifty-one years on the branch and the 
main line, he remained one of the most 
popular and efficient conductors in the 
service of the Boston and Albany com- 
pany. 


After running two trains a day each 


way for a few years another was put on, 
and two more wure added about the year 
1880, making five a day each way, which 
has been the limit, to this time. 
The 


time table that goes into effect May 23 
increases the number of week day trains 
to seven each way, with three Sunday 
trains each way. Surely there has been 
some advancement since the days of com. 
bination trains and the old bell on the 
pole at the depot. 


Conductor Wilbur has & large store of 


reminiscenses of those early days. Peo- 
ple did not travel so much or. have BO 
many diversions as now, and when they 
did turn out they were, many of them, 
"in for a time." Drinking was common, 
and, 
whether for the reason that the 


liquor was extra good or extra poor, fight- 
ing was its most copspicuous accompani- 
ment. The consequence was that when 
the gang came homo from the Pittsfieid 
fair there was often music enough on the 
train to last until-they went again the 
next year. At these times Conductor 
Wilbur usually ran with his train nn old 
baggage car, No. 2, which he used for a 
lockup for such as became too boisterous 
lor the comfort of ths other passengers. 
In this car the fighters were congregated 
and allowed to work ofi" their animal and 
alcoholic spirits at the expense of one | 
another's heads. Old No. 2 used to get j 
pretty hot at times and the trainmen and 
passengers would tremble for the coj- 
ductor when he went in after fares. But 
he seldom experienced any trouble. His 
stentorian "Order, gentlemen, hand over 
your fares!" usually calmed things down 
till the fares were collected and he passed 
out, when the fighting was resumed and 
continued until all were satisfied. Once 
the crowd tackled Conductor Wilbur, but 
he was not seriously hurt, and he had 
three men indicted. They were glad to 
compromise with the district attorney, 
pay all costs and agree never to be guilty 
of further misconduct on the road. 
\ In those days North Adams and Adams 
were comparatively small villages and 
Pittsfleld was no where near its present 
size. The stations of Xylonite, Renfrew, 
Farnum's, and at the shoe shop in Pitts- 
field, have been opened olnce, and great 
changes have taken place all along ths 
line and at both ends. The road now 
connects two young, prosperous and 
growing cities, and it is a pleasure to 
know that the equipment and service are 
to be all that the business of the line de- 
mands and all that the public can reason- 
ably ask for. 


A CHANCE FOR BOYS. 


Dr. D. R. Dewey of this city, Dr. Bonton, 
superintendent of schools in Pittsfleld, and 
Mr. Knell of Westfleld.

SWIFT OCEAN VOYAGE. 


St. Paul Nearly Establishes a New Record 


Between Southampton and New York. 
New York, May 16.—The American 


lino steamer St. Paul, which arrived 
here last night, broke her own record 
from Southampton to this port, and 
imperilled the one made by the proud 
New York, of the same line, on Septem- 
ber 14, 1894. The time of the St. Paul's 
trip was six days, nine hours and five 
minutes for 3,113.3 knots—an average 
of 20.34 knots per hour. The best pre- 
vious record was that of the New York, 
which steamer made the passage in six 
days, seven hours and fourteen min- 
utes, over the shorter course of 3.iA7 
knots, her average speed being 20,15 
knots per hour. The best day's run 
made by the New York was 515 knots 
and now the St. Paul beats that by 
making 522 knots up to noon yesterday. 
The remarkable part of the St. Paul's 
performance was that she was obliged 
to run at reduced speed on account of 
fog for a portion of the last three 
days. The total time she ran ft re- 
duced speed was twelve hours anoTf our- 
teen minutes. Had the weather been 
clear there is little doubt that the best 
previous record would have been 
eclipsed. Had she come over 
the 


shorter route she would have held the 
record between Southampton and New 
York.
